1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claim 3: 

The limitation found in claim 3 of a double-layered fluid container having an 
enclosure with an inner-layered pocket and an outer-layered enclosure; wherein the 
double-layered fluid container has an upper and lower diaphragm, both diaphragms are 
fitted in its appropriate diaphragm slot opening sections of the outer-layered enclosure, 
each diaphragm slot having an upper layer which is a netted-hole layer and a lower 
layer which is an outlet layer with holes, each diaphragm being a rubber plate with a 
plurality of notches, and each diaphragm being fitted between the upper and lower 
layers in combination with the other claimed limitations were not found or taught by the 
prior art.
